. before the Jaw,' but there are those who dispute this claim, and 


amqng.them.arc men who cannot be classed as careless in 
their observations or in their speaking. 


Among, these is Reginald M. Smith, formerly coiinscl-in- 


' chief to the', Boston' Legal Aid '"Society; who afa recent con- 
ference of the Massachusetts'State Bureau of Immigralicm 
arid the University Extension Department of the Stale Board 
of'.Education 'flatly said: "Rich and poor, strong and weak, 
intelligent and ignorant do not Jst a rid on an equality in the 
courts of America, and until wecan guaranfee equalily before 
the law to the. immigrants they are ripe material for sedition 
and disorder." 


This Is a plain and emphatic statement, and, coming from 


such a source, it is worthy of attention. 
It is not the talk of a 


careless and unthinking man, 
but of a professional man whose 


words are based on observations made by him in.a position in 
whlcli. lie. gained-his information at first hand. And he says, 
unqualifiedly, that dill'ercnt classcs'of people'in (his country 
do not stand equal before Ihe law, notwithstanding'Ihe 
' Declaration 'of'Independence and the general contention that

Probably due to his experience :\s counsel for.the Boston 


Legal Aid Society, Mr. Smith appears to feel 'that immigrants 
are Ihe worst sufferers from the condition of which he com- 
pialns, but others who have watched the workings of the 
courts wijl'hardly agree that such is the case. They have seen 


'-.- the poor and friendless sentenced in cases from-which men of 


means and influence could easily- free themselves, and those 
upon whom Hie "majesty of the law" was vindicated were not 
necessarily immigrants. They were simply men who, 
in mosl 


cases', deserved" all Ihey got. The trouble is that others dc- 
serving the..same treatment are in too many instances able, 
by means well known, to escape the penalty of Iheir misdeeds. 


Mr. Smith finds that one great defect in the administration 


.of law is'delay, "which fights for the man with the long po'ck- 
etbook," and all who have had occasion to watch court pro- 
ceedings will agree with him. He further finds thai a lack of 
mean's for the employment of counsel is a great drawback to 


• the poorjnan who is'Haled into courf, and he thinks the 


remedy forthis is for the stale.to provide counsel for all who 
ca'imot afford to provide it for themselves.' But this is a prop- 
.. psiiioii that might easily be carried loo far, when a, man is 
caught with a bag of stolen chickens over.his shoxilder.il would 
be a hardship, to tax payers-to compel them to pay a shystei 
lawyer for trying to clear.him.

The proper remedy.for the inequality thai exists is for the 


courfs to vindicate (he theory of the law, which is that all men 
stand equal before.them, whether they.arc rich or poor, high 
or .low; Verdicts' and sentences should be based on (he evi- 
eyidence and not on a man's social or financial standing.
